Nuns’  Rest  Home 
Scene  of  Crash 

OTTAWA  (AP)  — A Cana- 
dian jet  fighter,  ordered  aloft 
on  an  interception  mission  that 
proved  a false  alarm,  rocketed  i 
frbm  a six-mile  altitude  into  a 
Roman  Catholic  nuns*  rest  home1 
Tuesday  night  and  left  15  per- 
sons dead  or  missing. 

Fuel  from  the  broken  lines 
on  the  17-ton  CFI00  twin  jet 
craft  spewed  across  the  three- 
story  brick  structure  the  in- 
stant it  hit.  much  like  a guided 
missile,  and  fed  a deadly  infer- 
no. 

Most  of  the  victims  were  aged 
and  bedridden  nuns.  Others 
were  the  fighter’s  two-man 
crew,  n priest  and  a woman 
cook  employed  at  the  home, 
operated  by  the  grey  nuns  of  the 
cross  along-slde  the  Ottawa 
River  seven  miles  east  of  Ot- 
tawa. 

“Suddenly  there  was  a noise 
like  a thunderclap."  said  Sister 
Marie  Des  Martyrs,  one  of  22 
nuns  who  escaped.  "The  panes 
blew  out.  The  window  frames, 
made  of  wood,  splintered,  and 
the  next  second  there  was  fire 
everywhere." 

Four  of  the  nuns  who  escaped 
were  injured. 

Sister  Marie  Emond,  assis- 
tant general  of  the  order,  said 
there  were  35  persons  in  the 
convent. 

Eleven  nuns,  ranging  In  age 
from  21  to  77.  were  given  up 
as  dead. 

The  bodies  of  throe  nuns  and 
the  priest  had  been  recovered 
from  the  smouldering  debris 
Early  Wednesday.  The  Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force  detailed 
100  men  to  quest  for  the  others 
The  airmen  taekled  the  job  of 
removing  the  rubble  largely  by 
hand  The  Air  Force  disclosed 
the  CF100  had  been  ordered  tfp 
to  identify  a mysterious  trans- 
port from  the  Arctic  on  which 
it  had  not  received  a flight 
plan.  The  fighter's  crew  ascer- 
tained the  transport  was  a Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force  North  Star 
bound  for  Montreal.

Nebraska  Primary 
Shows  Ike  Lead, 
Little  Farm  Unrest

PRESIDENT  Eisenhower  eas- 
ily outdrew  Sen.  Estes  Kefauver 
— as  expected — Wednesday  -^as 
counting  continud  in  separate 
Nebraska  primary  elections  held 
Tuesday.  The  ratio  gave  no  in- 
dication of  any  substantial  farm 
unrest. 

With  1,608  of  2,127  precincts 
reporting,  Eisenhower  had  67,- 
790  votes.  On  the  Democratic 
primary  side,  Kefauver  had  39,- 
777  votes,  or  about  36  per  cent 
of  the  vote  to  64  per  cent  for 
Eisenhower. 

Meanwhile,  the  political  paths 
of  Kefauver  and  Stevenson 
crossed  in  Eugene,  Ore.,  where 
both  appeared  at  the  same  Dem- 
ocratic rally.  The  two  presiden- 
tial hopefuls , covered  much  the 
same  ground  in  separate  talks. 

In  Tuesday’s  Nebraska  voting 
neither  Eisenhower  nor  Kefau- 
ver was  opposed  on  their  re- 
spective ballots.  But  Nebraskans 
living  outside  the  state’s  13  larg- 
est cities — about  60  per  cent 
of  the  total  population — could 
vote  in  either  primary. 

ANY  SUBSTANTIAL  depar- 
ture from  previous  Republican 
winning  margins  in  the  predom- 
inantly GOP  state  would  be 
interpreted  as  a signal  of  rural 
discontent  with  administration 
farm  policies.
